The Public Offices. 

Dnribg tho past fow days the pabs 
lio mind has boon much portarbed 
through milbhievous reports in oirs 
oplation regarding the removal of cer- 
tain publjo offiooa to Kew Westminster. 
At the instigation of the city mem^ 
bera, ' ft' 'mbeting of citizens was con- 
vened last week, and an induciitial 
deputation appointed to proaont an 
address to Ilia ExcoUoncy with a view 
to eliciting from liitn an cxprossiou ot 
liis views tliat might servo to dispel 
tho misgivings of tho people. 'J'ho 
deputation waited upon Tlis E;;cel- 
Icncy yesterday and picscntod tho 
address (wliicii together with tho reply 
will bo found iu another column) and 
tho geutlomon who formed that depu- 
tation must have felt after hearing 
His Excolloncy'a frank and uno- 
quivooal answer, how utterly chimer- 
ical were tho grounds ofalarm. Candor 
is a great merit in an offloor holding 
a position oi high trast and extraor- 
dinary administrative powers, and on 
no iqqoaMion, retioent thongh he may 
appear, have tho people or any sec- 
tion qf the people approached His Bx- 
oeiIei!(iy for information on public 
gnestions witbont obtaining a straight- 
forward reply, conveying all the in- 
formation that it was in bis power to 
Buppp^ aM evideflding his strong de- 
sire to administer tho affairs of his 
government with impartiality and 
justice to all. Although the meeting 
of Thursday last, so far as tho pre- 
vailing causo ofalarm was concornod, 
is proved to have rested on tho " base- 
less fabric of a vi'^i'^n," Httli, it will bo 
productive of aoinu good. It will not 
only servo to calm present apprehen.. 
sions, but will aid in bringing about 
moro unity between the ruler and 
ruled. Tho people must feel, after 
perusing Ilis Excelioncj's address, that 
thoy have much to gain and little to 
fear by placing more confidence in 
him and rely ing on the faithful per- 
formance of tho pledges ho has already 
given thom. They mast perceive 
that the mistrast which has prevailed 
in air quarters since the Governor 
aBsnqajed. the reins of government has 
no fpandation in fact ; and that it be- 
hoves every well disposed citizen to 
strengthen rather than to embarrass 
His iEjxoellency'a hands in directing 
the state coach. To make onr wants 
and grievances known, is no moro 
than our duty ; but His Excellency 
asks us to sudpoiid our judgment and 
judge him by hi.s acts, and until ho 
evinces a disposition to thwart our 
interests, or to break fuitli with tho 
public in any of tiio as.'iurances he 
has given, there can bo no need of do- 
ing iurther vioionco to liis good iuton- 
tions. Wo believe with Ilis I'Lvcelleiiey 
in deeds, not words, and if tlie past 
administration ot (njvornor Seymour 
in tho Sister Colony is any criterion 
of his future policy, tho country is 
safe ib his hands.

Tho rehgiuus ob^ 
servaiieos commenced at St. Andrew's 
Cathedral with tho usual midnight 
m&ss, which lasted some hours aud at- 
tracted an immense ooDOOurae of por- 
80ps,,maDy being unable to obtain ad- 
misBion. At Christ Charoh Cathedral 
and St. John's Church tho morning 
and aftepoon services wore very well 
attended.

Tho sohoonor Alef, Captain Frouois, ar» 
tivcd in port yesterday afterDOoa, baviog 
OD board Captain Saoda, First OlBcer 
Heneley and ten seamen, lately belong- 
ing to the Bteamei Transport, which 
vessel left this port on the 27th inat., in tow 
of the steamer Isabel, bound for San Frao" 
ciaco, under sail. The Isabel cast oil llio 
tow-linea on tho mornlDg of tho 2Sili, abiMit 
25 miles south-east of Capo Flattery, ami 
tho Tranfiport soems to JiiiTO driltod before 
a fierce aouth-oast galo for two days, and 
finally to have struck ou rocka noiir Unfall 
Cove, at tho entrnnco of Cluyoqiiot Sound, 
where alio now lies abandonsd, Tbo men 
landed in a boat, aud lived on mussles and 
olains for two days, suSaring a groat deal 
from oold having no means at hand with 
which to build a fire. On the third day they 
were enabled to reach the village of a tribe 
of friendly Indians, by nbom tbey nere most 
hospitably treated. The schooner Alert, 
Captain FranclB, on a trading voyage, sab- 
scquently Suilcd into tbo Sound, and Onptoio 
Francis, with cusloraary kindness of heart, 
and at a heavy pecuniary sftcrilleo, conaonlod 
to forego bis trip and return to Victoria wiili 
ihe distressed marinei'S. Tho Transport was 
built at one of tho milla on tbo Sound, and 
was intended for a Saoranaento rivet freight 
steamer.; Altogether sbo was one of the most 
unlikely looking boats to put to sea in at this 
season thai we have ever seen. She had on 
board her machinery, wbioh it was designed 
to place in working order upon the arrival of 
ttie veesal at San Franci.soo, and 108,000 
feet of lunnber. Tho trip \vliiub has ended 
tio disastrously was ber seeoiu! attempt to 
reacli San Francisco, she biivin;^ put into 
Ibis port in ilistrt'Hs tiome tlireu monllid pincc, 
alter undergoing vory rough handling outside. 
Sho wi\s insured lor SL7,000, and was worth, 
with cargo and machinery, about ^25,000. 
Tho vesecl should never bavo gone to soa; tbc 
men od board literally took their lives in their 
hands when tbey made an attcnapt wbioh 
oommon sense mnst have taught them could 
not but end disastrously. That the Tes> 
sei did not founder with all on board, is due 
(under Divine providence) to the ability ot 
tho Captain, his ofEcors, and crew. We 
give below nu intelligent and interesting re- 
pori of Captaiu Sands, from a perusal of 
which it will bo perceived that tho ship- 
wrecked men owe much to tbo Captain of 
ibo Aleri, and to the Indiana of tho Opitsat, 
and tho Kilsamat tribes ; but tho rascally 
Aliousntts, who appear to have derived but 
littio profit from tbo punishment which tbey 
received at the hands of the naval forces, in 
1SG4, plundered the wreck of the rigging, 
and nearly everything else moveable, besides 
deatroyiaf mnoh valuable property in a spirit 
of sheer wantonness : 

OAPT. bands' " LOO." 

Nov. 27th — About 1 p. m., the Transport 
started from Victoria in tow of the Isabel ; 
fine weather, light sonth-westerly winds. 
Weather ooatinaed fine, with light variable 
winds, until about 10 o'clock, when the wind 
drew S.B. and freshened. 

28tb — At 4:15 o'clock, tho steamer cast us 
oil near Capo Flattery, light distant about 8 
miles, boariug at E. by N. ; from tho time of 
tho steamer leaving u3 tho wind and sea in- 
creased ra[)idly, doing serious damugo lo tlie 
vessel; about 8 o'clock had the misfortune 
to split tho mainsail all to pieces ; at 10 
o'clock, having washed the chain cable over- 
board, washed away tho binnacle and stove 
one of the boats, besides carrying away the 
port lee board, lifting tho guards and startiog 
up the after-part of the decks, ship making 
a great deal of water, thought it most ad- 
visible to bead for tbo land. Finding we 
could not fetch into Fuca Straits, bore up for 
liarclay Sound; gala iDcreasing with thick 
weather. At 4 p. ni., being too thick to make 
the land, hovo too, under the peak of tho 
niiinsail, and let io from the bow an anchor 
and 'fO lalliiinis hawser, to keep her head to 
ihc t^ea. Al U o'cliicli, carried away the 
rudder head and started tho upper gudgeon. 
At midnight, the wind moderated and became 
light westerly. 

29tb — At daylight, found ourselves abreast 
of Clayoqujt Sound, and tried to get to 
liarclay Sound, but the wind commencing lo 
blow heavily from the S.E. again kept away 
for Clayoquot Sound. At 12 o'clock, noon, 
the ship perfectly unmaoagoable, tried to get 
into the Sound by tbo north channel. At 3 
o'clock, p. m., the foresail gave way, and we 
wen; entirely at the mercy of the wii;ds antl 
sea, and no possitdlity of keeping her (ill the 
rueks. Al 'J o'clock, dropped both anchors 
and payed out the whole length of a warp 
to hold tlie vessel till wo launched tho re- 
maining boat and abandoned the vesscf, .she 
being one-third full ot water, and tho cargo 
shifting ubout, all hands in the boat leav- 
ing nearly everything behind; the only 
provisions saved were 1 box of bread and a 
mat of rice. Landed on Bartlelt's Island, 
all bands being entirely exbansted, having 
been at work from the time of leaving Vic- 
toria. It being dark when wo landed, wo 
could iiud no dry wood to make a fire, or any 
Bheltor.au we paH.sed a most miserable night 
in the rain. The stuarner drove on shoie 
during the night, inside ol' I'uiiit Rufall. 

liOlh — ritill liluwing a heavy yalo from 
S. E. ; eould not gel to the wreck, and tried 
to make ourselves as comfortable as possible 
under the circumstances. Found Ihe rochs 
plentifully supplied with mussles, of which 
wo gladly availed ourselves, being the only 
things with which to eke out stock of broad 
and rice. 

Deo. 1 St — Made an attempt to get to the 
wreck, and had to give il up, wind and sea 
too heavy. 

2nd — No gelling to the vensel ; a great e.\-. 
citeinont was caused in camp about liie tiiiui 
of low water by one of tbe party having 
discovered olams, but unfortunately tho lead 
wus soon exhausted, being composed of only 
a low wasbeJ up by tbo sea: 

3rd — Weather moro moderate; started out 
for the wreck, bat could not get within about 
half a milo of her, on account ol the heavy 
sea rolling in ; had to return to our camping 
place . 

4lh— Fine wcath : ' rokii Ci>inp and starli 
ed lor an Indian e.....,, cn mule to Victoria. 
After pulling about three hours came up w ith 
the Kilr-iunat camp, where wo were treated 
very kindly indeed by the Indiana, thoy giv- 
ing ua a luod of potatooa aud dried ealrnoa in 



abuudoiico, aud wore very anxions for ua lo I a vory proper tone. Tbey counsol boarty 



remain and not to start for Victoria till the 
line weather set in, so wo concluded to re- 
main that night. The next day it was blow- 
ing and raining too hard to start, but on the 
morning of tho Gth wo started, much against 
tho wish of the chier, who acted all through 
in a most kind and hcipitohlo manonr. We 
did not got very far, only ubout four miles, 
when we came to the Clayoquot camp, and 
it being miserable weather to travel, and tho 
Indians very pressing that wo should take 
up our abodo with them until the fine weather, 
wo determined to stop with them ; the chief 
was away at the time fishing, but all present 
tried to make us wolcome. 'I'ho ne.xt day 
(Dec, 7lh), had fine, edcur, frosty woather, 
with very little wind ; we thought wa would 
mako ar:other start for Viotorio, but after 
getting about 8 or 9 miles, wo met a heavy 
swell coming in from the ocean, add tho 
wind coming N.E., wo thought it best to re- 
turn to tbe Indians and wait some other 
chance ; by the , (ima we got back to the 
camp the chiel had arrived, and he was very 
kind to us. 

On the 8th, the chief and a crew c f In- 
dians, togcthei with two of our men, went 
down lo tho wreck to jee if thoy could 
secure any more provisions, but when thoy ar- 
rived, they fniind that the Ahucsatl Indians 
had been on board and taken nearly everv- 
thing, having cut and destroyed all tho Bails 
and moat of the rigging. 

Dec. 9— About 9 a. m. tbo schooner Alert, 
Capt. Francis, arrived, bound on a trading 
voyage ; but bo very kindly ugroed to return 
to Victoria and break up his voyage, and 
consequently he had to sell a lot of potatoes 
which be had on board for trade at prices 
greatly bolow the usual rates 

On the riiorning ol the lOlli, wo .started in 
tlic .'■choorier lor iho wreck, to si-e what wo 
could kpeure, and, if pn.-Kible, trade for wdiat 
the Indians had. We staid down at the 
wreck the lllh, I'ilh and 13th; went bjick 
to Clayoquot and took on board all the crow. 
Wo were detained at Clayoquot by adverse 
weather until Sunday, the 16th, when we 
started. 

Monday, I7lh— Arrived at Euclenlot, 
where we were wind bound until Friday, 
Deo. 21st, when we made another start, and 
got aa far as Dodger's cave, Barclay Sound. 
Started away from Barclay Sound on Satur" 
day, about 11 p. m., got to Port San Juan on 
the 24th, about 7 p. tn., and left again the 
same night, Wednesday, 2Cth ; aiiehored for 
a fow hours in Fodder Bay to repair damages 
done to tho sails, and arrived in Yictoiia at 
2:30 o'clock, p. m. 



llniou of tlio Pacific Colonies. 

(I'rcilll \hr Trnliln 1^1. br.) 

While the British Coloiuos on tho Atlanlio 
side are compleiing tho work of Confedera- 
tion, oclual union has been consummated by 
those on tlio Pacific coast. British Colum- 
bia and Vancouver Island, hitherto separate 
and distinct Colonies, now form but one, 
under the name of Itri'ish Columbia. Tho 
! important island wliich has so long borne tho 
' proud name of Vancouver, i.ow, bride like, 
merges her name in that of the other party to 
the union, and henceforth we shall only liear 
ot Briti.=h Colombia, unless the forco of habit 
render it impossible at once to observe Ihe 
directinns nf the Act of Union. By our fi'es 
from the racille. leeidved yes lord, ly, wo find 
fhiit considerable leeling prevails on tlie 
subject. It might be as.^umed that tho mnst 
kiodly Bcniimouia would follow a union 
which had been sought by both the parlies 
to it ; but Ibis (foes not appear to bo the 
C ISC. At tho last moment, llierc appears to 
have been .some mism;inagement, and the 
.Vet of Union is not what the Vancouver 
people e.xpected it to be-. There is n-jtliing 
serious in tho disconlonl, however, and il is 
reasonable to expect that a short tiiao will 
allay the present acrimony. 

The Act of Union, though nsssentcd to by 
Her .Miijesiy on tho Olh August, was imly 
received in Iho Colonies concernei'. on the l~t 
of October, and only then was it known what 
the ]ireeise term- of IJinun wore. The 
provisions of the Act may be 'oriilly stateil 
ns follows : — On iho pruclamatioii of the 
Act by the (Jovernor of British Columbia, 
\ aneouvpr Island ceases to exist as a separ- 
ate Colony, and becomes merged into tbo 
other. The Island is to be allotted eight 
ri-p're*enl;Uives in the " L' gi-lati I'e Cuniieil'' 
ot Brili~h Columbia, wli eh has hitherto 
been oompoecd of liileen iiiembers, and which 
will hencalotth, tberelore, have twenty-ihrei!. 
Tho laws continae in the respective colonics 
aa they were at the liino of Union, until 
amended by the United Legislature, except- 
ing tliC eustiims laws, as lo which it is pro- 
vided that lho.se ol Brili^ti Columbia ap[)ly 
to the Inland as well. The (ioveinor is vo.-t- 
cd with the powers of a CMniniisainner ol 
Customs. Nothing in the Act is to inter- 
fere with exercise of any power that would 
liavo teen exercisable by llor Majesty in 
("iiurcil, if the Act had net been passed. 
.Sueh,i3 substance, is the Imperial enactment 
by which our si-tc!r colonies in the lur West 
have beoonie united. 

As far as wo can leain, the grounds of 
complaint are but two, and they are urgeil 
by people — certainly not tho whole nor tho 
inijorily of tho people — in Vancouver I'^hiiid. 
f 11 Ilie first place, it is said that llie provision 
enip.)werini,' t he (Jovernor of Blitish t-ohiin- 
bia to put the Xr.l in force by his siinple 
proclamation is contrary to the well-under- 
stood wishes of Ihe people of that Island ; 
and, in the eecood place, tbe abolition of tbe 
free port of Victoria — which must follow 
upon the onfireeinent of the customs laws 
of British Columbia — is a Iso against their 
wdslies. As to both, the answer is conclusive 
that the Legisl.ilnrti of the Island last winter 
innnioriair/. (1 tlu! loiperiiil aulhnrities to 
consuminatu tlio Union on any terms they 
pleased. Union was wanted at all Imzards 
and withoat selling forth a singlo condition, 
ilaving thus given the Home Government 
car/f blanche, the compiainaiits cannot now 
pretend to be wroiigeil biicaiise they were 
taken at thoir wnrd. Al)out two yenrs ago, 
when the first memorial was Kent homo, we 
believe ihero was an expression of iheir 
doairo to have Ifio port ot Victoria left free, 
and that it was stipulated that Vancouver's 
Island should bavo tho option of declining 
union on the terms ofieted ; but the subse- 
quent action of the ('olonial Legislature 
swept away lh(!se cinditioiis. Al a public 
meeting held in Victoria, when the terms of 
tho union became known, great indigiinlion 
was expreaacd ; but, strange enough, the 
men who grumbled tho loudest were the 
very men vvho^hiid been instrumental in 
passing the memorial jirajing for uncondition- 
al union. Whoovor may complain, it cer- 
tainly (lues not lie with them to to so now. 
In hia vehemence, ono ol the orators at llio 
mooting — formerly u member of the local 
Logisloture — wont so far as to talk about an- 
nexation, and was vory properly bis.siiil 
down. Tbo extreme to which bo and others 
wont in their harangnos damaged tho cause 
ot the complainants, and a mooting which 
ollnirwdse migiit have ])asHod a strcjiig protest 
biidie lip ill coiifusioii — tlie good loyal people 
present refusing to allow any opposition they 
might have to tbe union to be ntilisad by 
ilisappointed men in pressing their personal 
croleliet.-. 

The Vioioria journals, whilo not BatisCcd 
with the turma of union, adopt, on tho whole 



accinie.icence in 'the Dew arraogemcnt, urge 
the people to set themselves vigorously to 
work it out to the best nilvnninge, and ex- 
press tho hope that the result will prove 
salisluctoty. The condition of tho Island be- 
fore union was about as bad as it could be, 
and almost any change was desirable. Union 
with British Columbia must provo eminently 
advantageous, and we rejoice that it has be^ 
offected. Consolidation is tho order of the 
day, and when nur Confederation scheme Inis 
been carried out, (ireat. ISiilaiii will have 
to deal with but two colonial governineniH 
on this continent, instead of seven, as liere- 
tolore. Is It too soon to look forwanl to the 
time when tho vast intervening territory of 
t!iu Kcd Biver and 8askntcbewan will bo 
opened up and peopled ; when u regular syss 
tciD of government will be eslalilished there ; 
and when a still grander Confedenition will 
loom n|), spanning tho wdiole breadth of the 
continent ?
